Small  Pox. — This  disease  was  first  introduced  into  this 
city  about  the  22d  of  April  last,  by  an  Irish  family  fro  m  Bos- 
ton, who  stopped  on  High  street  a  few  days,  exposing  very 
many  children  to  the  infection,  who  had  not  been  vaccinated, 
before  the  disease  became  known,  and  about  one-sixth  of  the 
cases  occurring  here  may  be  traced  to  that  source. 

About  the  10th  of  June,  several  cases  were  found  in 
"Graves's  Block"  on  North  Elm  street,  having  been  brought 
there  by  French  immigrants  from  Canada.  Much  difficulty 
was  experienced  by  the  Health  Officers  in  finding  all  the  cases 
occurring,  from  the  evident  desire  of  the  families  infected  to 
conceal  the  disease,  so  that  considerable  time  elapsed  before 
it  could  be  exterminated  from  that  block  and  vicinity.  At 
least  one-half  of  all  the  cases  of  the  real  small  pox  and  six 
of  the  deaths  resulting  from  this  dis'ease  were  in  this  locality. 
No  cases  resulting  fatally,  however,  were  under  the  care  of 
the  Health  Officers. 

Many  of  the  remaining  cases  resulted  from  the  infection 
being  brought  here  by  returned  soldiers.  It  has  also  been 
propagated  (unknowingly  no  doubt)  by  persons  having  had 
the  varioloid  so  mildly  as  not  to  be  confined  to  their  homes. 

The  whole  number  of  cases  of  real  small  pox  that  have 
come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Board  of  Health,  either  from 
personal  examination  or  reliable  information,  is  fifty-one, 
(twenty-six  of  which  were  in  Graves's  Block)  and  forty- 
eight  cases  of  modified  small  pox  or  varioloid.  Seven  deaths 
in  all  have  resulted  from  this  disease.

The  number  who  have  been  fully  exposed  to  the  mfectio:i 
before  having  any  protection  from  the  kine  pox,  but  were 
vaccinated  at  the  time  of  exposure  or  immediately  after,  and 
upon  whom  the  vaccination  operated,  was,  as  nearly  as  can 
be  ascertained,  about  forty,  some  eight  or  ten  of  whom  had 
the  varioloid  in  a  very  mild  form,  showing  the  benefit  of 
effectual  vaccination,  as  essentially  modifying  or  entirely 
preventing  the  disease.  Many  of  those  thus  exposed  remain- 
ing with  seven  cases  of  the  small  pox  through  their  whole 
course  Avithout  being  effected  by  it.

City  of  Nashua, 
Fire  Department,  Feb.  20,  1866. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen — In  conformity  with  section  six  of  an  Ordi- 
nance relating  to  the  Fire  Department,  I  herewith  transmit 
to  you  my  Annual  Report. 

The  machines  and  apparatus  belonging  to  the  City,  and  in 
use  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  are  in  good  order,  ex- 
cepting some  of  the  hose  is  poor  and  not  reliable. 

The  loss  by  fire  during  the  last  year  has  been  less  than 
$6,000.  The  Department  has  been  called  out  by  alarm  of 
fire  eleven  times. 

I  would  recommend  the  appropriation  for  the  Fire  De- 
partment the  present  year  $7,500,  to  meet  the  demand  for 
new  hose  and  painting  of  engine  houses,  which  ought  to  be 
done  this  year. 

I  return  my  thanks  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Fire
